Dear Sorry: First of all T sug- 


gest that you and your "husband" 
see a lawyer to find out the exact 
legal status of your common-law 
marriage. It may be that the man 
is not free to marry if you both 
accepted the responsibility of a 
marriage tie even, though it was 
without religious sanction. 


In that case, and if the other 


girl is willing, you might offer to 
adopt her child when it is born, 
giving her whatever 
assistance 


she( hetects. 


This decision is not yours alone 


to make. Your "husband" must 
have a voice in it, and the other 


girl must be considered. If she 
knows he loves you, she may not 
wish to marry him, even to give 
her child a name. But see a law- 
yer first.
